Viet Cong would be denied the status 
of an equal partner.

Americans . . . but they represented 
all mankind.” 
With the astronauts', Frank Borman, 
Jam es Lovell and William Anders seated 
nearby, Johnson said the “ unparalleled

courageous young men” had blazed new 
trails in and brought about a “ measure 
of unity” on earth.

Proposal would allow lease-back 
of ranch lands in reservoir area 
Optimistic predictions for a lease-back arrangement of non-inundated ar­ 
able lands in the Lompoc Narrows Dam project were expressed today by a mem­ 
ber of the Santa Ynez Soil Conservation District. 
Virgil Phelps, second district representative on the board, stated today that 
there is precedent for such an arrangement which would allow r.mchers and farm­ 
ers in the reservoir basin to continue their operations up until inundation. 


“ Everyone is aware that conceivably the maximum reservoir pool will not 
be a realization for perhaps years to come,” Phelps stated. “ Bureau of Re­ 
clamation officials have taken a strong interest in this plan which would allow 
the continuance of farm and ranch operations on lands not yet inundated.” 
Phelps stated that under the plan, elevations of the condemned or purchased 
land in the total reservoir pool would be zoned for farm, ranch or grazing opera­ 
tions.

UFO visit to earth 
debunked by report 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Man cannot 
expect to be visited by space ships from 
other solar system s in the next 10.000 
years, and probably not even then, ac­ 
cording to a scientific study for the Air 
Force made public today. 
The University of Colorado study on 
“ Unidentified Flying Objects” (UFOs) 
concluded that “ no direct evidence what­ 
ever of a convincing nature now exists 
for the claim that any UFOs represent 
spacecraft 
visiting Earth from anoth­ 
er civilization.” 
The 1,500 page report, compiled un­ 
der a two-year Air Force contract, 
hedged by saying that its conclusion, 
based on present evidence, was not a 
prediction for the future. 
But it then went on to think some 
cosmic thoughts on the vast ness of the 
universe, the comparatively tiny tech­ 
nological achievements of man and the 
extreme unlikelihood of interstellar tra­ 
vel as practiced routinely in science 
fiction. 
“ Travel of men over interstellar dis­ 
tances in the foreseeable future seems 
now to be quite out of the question,” 
said study director Dr. Edward U, Con­ 
don, physics professor at Colorado and 
form er head of the National Bureau of 
Standards, in a summary chapter. 
The report noted that the vastness 
of space is such that, based on the speed 
of light, “the news of Christ’s life on 
Earth could not yet have reached as 
much as a tenth of the distance from the 
Earth to the center of our galaxy.” 
“ Human beings now know enough to 
destroy all life on Earth,” it said, “ and 
they may lack the intelligence to work 
out social controls to keep themselves 
from doing so. If other civilizations 
have the same limitation then it might 
be that they develop to the point where 
they destroy themselves utterly before 
they have developed the technology need- 
to to enable them to make long space 
voyages.” 
The report estimated that a civiliza- 
ton’s life span might be 100,000 years 


(the geological age of the Earth is some 
5 billion years) and said it was extrem e­ 
ly unlikely that two nearby civilizations 
in interstellar space would reach a peak 
of development at the same time. 
“ . . . We consider that it is safe to 
assume that no ILE (intelligent life else­ 
where) outside of our solar system has 
any possibility of visiting Earth in the 
next 
10,000 years,” the report said. 
“ It is regarded by scientists today as 
essentially certain that ILE exists,” 
the report said, “but with essentially 
no possibility of contact between the 
communities on planets associated with 
different stars. We therefore conclude 
that there is no relation between ILE at 
other solar system s and UFO phenom­ 
enon as observed on Earth.” 


This, it said, leaves only the question 
of travel to earth from other planets 
in our own solar system. Of these, it 
said, only Venus and Mars seem capa­ 
ble of supporting life. It said Venus is 
too hot for advanced life though “ some 
primitive forms may exist.” It said 
astronom ers generally now reject the 
idea of any intelligent life on Mars. 
The report declared: “ Our general 
conclusion is that nothing has come from 
the study of UFOs in the past 21 years 
that has added to scientific knowledge. 
Careful consideration of the record as 
it is available to us leads us to conclude 
that further extensive study of UFOs 
probably cannot be justified in the ex­ 
pectation that science will be advanced 
thereby.” 


No evidence was reported of U.S. gov­ 
ernment “ secrecy” on UFOs, and no 
evidence that they are a defense haz­ 
ard. 
The report saw no need for a new 
federal agency to study the subject, and 
no need for the Air Force to continue 
to maintain a special unit to study UFOs. 
It suggested that the Air Force only 
continue “ intelligence and surveillance” 
from its bases. But it said this was a 
question for defense officials to answer.

Sirhan "fair trial" 
issue under study 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Prosecution 
and defense attorneys huddled privately 
today In chambers over motions on wheth­ 
er Sirhan B Sirhan can get a fair trial 
for the assassination of Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy. 
When the doors to the fortress-court- 
room opened at 9:30 a.m. the assemblage 
of newsmen and spectators found that 
counsel had started their own meeting in 
the judge’s chambers. 
There was a possibility that no open 
court hearing would be conducted today 
as the legal teams discussed the de. 
fense contention that the wealth of pub­ 
licity since the senator was slain seven 
months ago precluded Sirhan from having 
a fair trial. 
The motions being offered by chief de­ 
fense counsel Grant B. Cooper also in­ 
cluded his request that the indictment 
against Sirhan be quashed on the basis 
that the entire jury system in the state 
is unconstitutional, including the grand 
jury that indicted him. 


San Fernando State 
NORTBRIDGE, Calif. (UPI) - A state 
of emergency was declared at San F er­ 
nando Valley State College today as a re­ 
sult of “three days of escalating disrup­ 
tion of normal campus activities.” 
Dr. Delmar T. Oviatt, acting presi­ 
dent of the school, said only faculty, 
students, staff members “ and those with 
official business will be allowed to enter 
the campus.” 
He said unauthorized persons entering 
the campus would be subject to arrest. 
All public gatherings on campus have 
been banned for the duration of the state 
of emergency. 
Wednesday, 14 persons were arrested 
when a crowd ot about \,000 students 
clashed with police following a two-houT 
noon-time rally sponsored by the Black 
Students Union to discuss demands for 
changes in the administration, staff and 
curriculum of the school.

body was found on a blood- 
soaked bed led Harvard anthro­ 
pologists to believe the murder­ 
er was “a sick man.” 
Police 
also theorized 
on 
Wednesday that Miss Britton, 
daughter of Radcliffe College 
Vice President J. Boyd Britton, 
may have been beaten to death 
with an archaeological stone 
that had been given to her as a 
gift. 
Today, four persons were to 
take lie detector tests voluntari­ 
ly to “clear up slight discrepan­ 
cies” in their statements about 
the girl’s final hours. 
They are James Humphreys, 
27, of Toronto, Miss Britton’s 
boy friend; and Mr. and Mrs. 
Donald Mitchell, neighbors of 
the slain girl, and a fourth 
person whom police refused to 
identify. 
Humphreys and the Mitchells 
are the last persons known to 
have seen Miss Britton alive on 
Monday night. 
Detective Sgt. John Galligan 
said an iodine compound had 
been daubed on Miss Britton's 
body. 
Galligan said anthropologists 
at 
Harvard 
told 
him 
the 
markings appeared to be signs 
used in a primitive burial rite. 
Students of anthropology like 
Miss Britton would have know­ 
ledge of such ceremonies, the 
professors told police. 
The 
dead 
girl was found 
Tuesday, sprawled across the 
bed in her three-room apart­ 
ment. She was lying face down, 
clad in a blue nightgown. 
The Mitchells said a stone 
they uncovered in an archaeolo­ 
gical expedition ami gave to 
Miss Britton a few months ago 
was missing from the apart­ 
ment.

The weekly American casual­ 
ty figure was the lowest since 
the week ending Oct. 19 when

Eighty-two Americans 
were killed the week ending 
Aug. 12, 1967, and 67 were killed 
the first week of 1967. 
American wounded last week 
totaled 599, the lowest number 
since the week ending Oct. 19 
and the fourth lowest in two 
years.

WSG administrator Ray Mann 
charged that the AP “seemed 
more intent on propagandizing 
than productive bargainipg” in 
the talks which had been under 
way since Dec. 3. The union’s 
contract with AP expired Dec. 
31. 


AP General 
Manager Wes 
Gallagher said the wire service 
intends to carry on business as 
usual despite the strike. 
The WSG membership author­ 
ized a strike last week by a 
majority of more than 4 to 1, 
rejecting what Mann described 
as a “take-it-or-leave-it offer” 
made by AP on Jan. 3. 


The management rejected a 
union counterproposal Wednes­ 
day night. The WSG rejected an 
AP request for a new member­ 
ship vote, saying there had been 
no substantial change in the 
Management’s stand since last 
week’s vote. 
The AP had offered the Guild 
a three-year contract, at the 
end of which the wire service’s 
top minimum salary would have 
increased 
from

$207 to $250 a week.

Farm labor problems: 
battle lines forming 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Sev­ 
eral legislators today began 
drafting bills in response to 
Gov. Ronald Reagan’s request 
that California lead the way in 
improving farm labor-manage- 
ment relations. 
Republican A s s e m blymen 
Alan Pattee of Salinas and Vic­ 
tor V. Veysey of Brawley said 
they would submit legislation in 
the next several weeks to set 
down rules for bargaining be­ 
tween growers and unionized 
farm workers. 
However, n e i t h e r Pattee, 
chairman of the lower house 
Agriculture Committee, 
nor 
Chairman Howard Way of the 
Senate Agriculture Committee 
held out much hope for such 
legislation passing both houses 
this year. 
In his State-of-the-State mes­ 
sage to the legislature, the gov­ 
ernor Tuesday said he would 
“ seek and support” legislation 
which would set ground rules 
for farm workers to vote on 
whether to become union mem­ 
bers, outline the role arbitra­ 
tion would play in farm labor 
disputes and prohibit strikes at 
harvest time. 
Because California’s agri-busi 
ness leads the nation, Reagan 
said, “ it is to be expected that 
we should lead the way in agri­ 
cultural labor policies. If we 
don’t, we may soon be forced 
to march to yet another federal 
drum beat.” 
Reagan referred to efforts by 
1 a number of individuals and 
groups, including the United 
Farm Workers Organizing Com 
mittee, AFL-CIO, to have pro­ 
visions of the National Labor 
Relations Act extended to cover 
agriculture. The act requires 
industrial firms to bargain col­ 
lectively with unions represent­ 
ing their workers. 
The governor taking the same 
position as California growers, 
has adamantly opposed such ac­ 
tion on grounds “ crop perisha­ 
bility and weather factors” put 
farm ers in a different bargain­ 
ing position 
than 
industrial 
management. 
UFWOC, headed by Cesar 
Chavez, has been conducting a 
strike against California grape 
growers for more than three 
years to gain recognition as the 
bargaining 
representative 
of 
farm workers. Last year, the 
union 
launched a nationwide 
boycott 
of the state’s table 
grapes to put added pressure 
on the growers. 
In a statement issued from 
UFWOC’s Delano headquarters, 
Chavez said his union would 
fight “ to our last breath” the 
type of legislation Reagan pro­ 
posed. 
“ No - strike - at - harvest- 
time legislation would signal an 
end to free trade unionism for 
farm workers before they even 
had a chance to build a union,” 
Chavez said. 
Pattee said his committee 
had been working on farm la­ 
bor legislation the past two 
years but refrained from intro­ 
ducing any measures because 
the Reagan Administration had 
favored enactment of special 
federal legislation to deal with 
the problem. 
“ Now that the governor has 
changed 
his 
views 
and is 
ready to act on the state level, 
we (his committee) are going 
to move,” he said. “ The time 
has come to have peace in agri­ 
culture.” 
Early last month, Reagan is­ 
sued a position paper stating no 
state action was necessary be­ 
cause California already re­ 
quires more liberal benefits for 
farm workers than any other 
state. He called cm Congress to 
provide unemployment insur­ 
ance coverage for year-around 
farm workers in all states and 
urged federal agencies to en­ 
force farm labor laws already 
(Hi the books. 
Pattee said his committee’s 
bill would include a clause out­ 
lawing strikes at harvest time. 
But Veysey said his measure 
only would contain a concilia­ 
tion procedure to be followed

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
special committee of school ad­ 
m inistrators and finance ex­ 
perts is proposing that the legis­ 
lature spend an extra $365 mil­ 
lion in aid to low wealth dis­ 
tricts willing to increase their 
taxes. 
The proposal calls for distrib­ 
uting the additional funds to dis­ 
tricts whose property tax base 
is less than the average state­ 
wide and who would vote to 
raise the tax rate. 


The plan was drafted by a 
special advisory committee to 
the department of education. 
Its members included state fi­ 
nance experts, representatives 
of local school administrators, 
educators and legislative fiscal 
advisers. 
State Si^erintendent of Pul* 
lie Instruction Max Rafferty 
said the proposal was expected 
to win approval of the state 
board of education and be sub- 
mitted to the legislature next 
week. 


State equalization aid totaling 
$130 million for elementary 
schools is called for under the 
plan. Another $131 million would 
be spent for high schools and 
$64 million earmarked for spe­ 
cial programs for the handi­ 
capped, adults and poor read­ 
ers. 
It also would set aside $50 
million in reserve to meet the 
“ needs unique to the I a r g e 
school districts.” 
The San Francisco State Col­ 
lege crisis and the governing 
boards of the state colleges and 
the 
University of California 
were targets of attention in the 
legislature Wednesday. 


Republican Assemblyman Don 
Mulford of Piedmont introduced 
a bill calling for the firing of 
professors and teaching assist­ 
ants who participate in strikes. 
Such legislation was called for 
by Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
“ When a professor abandons 
his classroom to take part in 
a strike his contract would be 
automatically terminated,” Mul* 
ford said.

Joint Return Offers Advantages for Most 


E ditors note: It is time to 
think about the income tax 
again. This is Chapter Three 
of a series reviewing the 
regulations, with emphasis 
on taking advantage of all 
exclusions 
and 
deductions 
legally due you.

Almost 
invariably, 
m ar­ 
ried persons w ill save tax 
dollars by filing a joint re­ 
turn. 
But since there are excep­ 
tions to this general rule, 
these special circumstances 
should be considered before 


Sim ilarly, contributions, in­ 
terest, taxes and medical ex­ 
penses are treated as if paid 
from community funds with 
half of the deductions ac­ 
corded to each spouse. 


S i n c e medical exoenses 
are not deductible until after 
they exceed 3 per cent of 
adjusted gross income, it is 
apparent that a separate re­ 
turn by the party having a 
lower income and relatively 
high medical expenses would 
produce a bigger deduction 
than would be permitted on 
a joint return. The advan- 


tage in this deduction might 
be offset by disadvantages in 
other areas, so both joint and 
separate returns should be 
attempted. 


C u t Your ' 
Own Taxes 


When a medical deduction 
is claimed on a separate re­ 
turn, care must be taken to 
see 
that the payment of 


the final election is made. 
Separate returns oftentimes 
w ill offer a savings for m ar­ 
ried taxpayers if: 
• One of the spouses who 
had taxable income also had 
unusually high medical ex­ 
penses. 
• Each had capital losses 
of more than $1,000 in 1968 
from the sale of unprofitable 
investments. 
• They are residents of 
one of the community prop­ 
erty states—Arizona, 
Cali­ 
fornia, I d a h o , Louisiana, 
Nevada, New Mexico, Texas 
and' Washington. They may 
treat income on their sepa­ 
rate returns as if 50 per cent 
had been earned by each. 


Desert tests bring 
groans from below

PAHUTE MESA, Nev. (UPI) 
-Ground zero where the United 
States conducted its most re­ 
cent hydrogen weapons test is 
unscarred, but groans from be­ 
neath the desert floor indicate 
the surface will soon collapse.

Fondue party 
proves superb 
entertainment 


Such fun was the “ old world” tradi­ 
tional fondue party enjoyed by Mrs. Char­ 
lotte Benton while on European vaca­ 
tion this summer, that friends were in­ 
troduced to such an event this week at 
her home, 211 S. I St. Celebrating the 
twelfth day of Christmas with their hos­ 
tess were Bob and Millie Leedy, Charles 
and Wilma Jack, Richard and Julia Sand, 
Helen Smith, Chris Cass, Halda Kapplar, 
Betty Laurent, Dick Walmsley of Santa 
Maria and Pierre Claeyssens. 


Plans for the event were mentally filed 
by Mrs. Benton as she found a special 
sociability in a sm all Swiss restaurant. 
There she joined a group seated around 
a chafing dish, dipping cubes of bread 
into the communal pan of cheese fon­ 
due. Her new-found friends eagerly dem­ 
onstrated the “proper” customs involv­ 
ed. 


Before leaving for home she had 
equipped herself with an authentic cook­ 
ing dish and fondue forks from Zurich, 
Switzerland, the recipe and party tra­ 
ditions. On return to Lompoc she dis­ 
covered 
both 
cooking dish and forks 
available here and purchased addition­ 
al 
sets. 
The 
proper 
cheese and 
wines were also available locally. 


Served previous to seating of guests 
at tables for six was a Kirschwasser 
wine, pretzels, 
onion rings, and can­ 
died orange slic es. Kept hot over a flame 
were pans of fondue into which each dip­ 
ped cubes of bread on long handled 
forks. The special “ rolling” technique 
was demonstrated by the hostess who 
also told of the “ golden rule.” When 
eating fondue: the person who drops a 
piece of bread into the mixture has to 
present a bottle to the company or has 
to organize the next fondue evening. 
A woman must pay for her mistake with 
a kiss. 


By couples, guests move from table 
to table in order to visit with each per­ 
son present. 
Mrs. Benton shares her recipe for 
the fondue with Record readers. 
Rub a heatproof dish (ceramic, clay, 
or enamel-covered cast iron) round with 
garlic. 
For four people: Grate 8-12 oz. Swiss 
Emmental Switzerland and 8-12 oz. gen­ 
uine Swiss Gruyere Switzerland cheese 
into the saucepan. Add 2-4 teaspoons 
starch or white flour and one-third to 
one-half bottle dry white wine. And a 
teaspoopful of lemon juice. 
Bring to the boil quickly, stirring 
all the while. When cooked, season 
with a sm all glass of kirsch (or some 
other hard liquor), a sprinkling of pep­ 
per and a little nutmeg. 
Continue to cook for a short time, 
stirring the fondue with a whisk. Stand 
the fondue on a spirit-stove which, can be 
regulated, so that it continues to boil 
very slowly throughout the meal. 
Fondue is eaten by spearing a cube 
of bread on a fork, stirring arouqd sev­ 
eral tim es (this keeps the fondue thick 
and creamy to the last drop). 
Fondue is sufficiently filling as a dish 
on its own. In Switzerland, it is eaten 
directly from the dish. The table is cov­ 
ered with plates, long fondue forks, wine 
glasses or teacups, and sm all glasses 
of the kirsch (if this is served). 
The bread should be cubed with a lit­ 
tle crust left on each cube. This makes 
“ spiking” 
a 
lot easier! French-type 
bread with a large amount of crust is 
best. 


One should serve either tea or white 
wine with fondue. The white wine used 
in the preparation of the fondue is 
generally the best to accompany it. 
But avoid drinking large quantities of 
cold liquids when eating, or after eat­ 
ing, fondue. 


When a glass of kirsch is taken half­ 
way through the meal, it is known as 
the “coup du m illieu.” For this “half- 
time drink” use the same hard liquor 
used in preparing the fondue.

Moderndamsel in distress 
has answer to her problem 


I'he damsel-in-distress ploy 
is on the way out. 
In her place stands a cool- 
headed chick who’s trained in 
the womanly art of self defense 
arid can protect herself against 
attack from a would-be assail­ 
ant. 
lhe “ how” is the gist of a new 
book by Mrs. F. Patricia Stock, 
Assistant Supervisor in the De­ 
partment of Physical Activities 
at the University of California, 
Santa Barbara. 
But “ Personal 
Safety 
and 
Defense for Women” is more 
than a how-to book on weapons 
and techniques of personal de­ 
fense. It also chronicles the 
need for protecting oneself in 
view of the increasing crime 
rate, 
precautions 
which can 
prevent crimes against per­ 
sons and property, and laws 
which provide rights of self de­ 
fense and those regarding wea­ 
ponry. 
One of its four major parts, 
however, 
does 
contain body 
conditioning 
exercises, rolls 
and falls and defensive tactics 
and counters, 
complete 
with 
illustrations. 
In one section, Mrs. Stock 
converts ordinary pocketbook 
items — and even the purse 
itself — into useful hand wea­ 
pons. For example, a finger­ 
nail file, umbrella, hair brush, 
flashlight, house keys, hair- 
spray and the like can be used 
effectively against vulnerable 
targets of the body of a would- 
be attacker. 
So, 
too, 
can the victim’s 
head, 
fist, knuckles, elbows, 
knee and feet be used as de­ 
fensive weapons. 
Before the defensive tech­ 
niques — the throws and coun­ 
ter movements — can be em­ 
ployed, 
the 
potential victim 
must condition her body by flex­ 
ibility and strength exercises. 
“ If the body is insufficiently 
‘warmed up,’ muscles can be 
easily 
pulled, 
strained 
or 


cramped by the stress of the 
vigorous 
personal 
defense 
movements,” 
the 
author 
writes. 
The exercises 
are 
practi­ 
cal, having an immediate toning 
effect on the body. “ I know the 
average housewife is not going 
to do muscle - building exer­ 
cises,” 
Mrs. Stock explains. 
“ I want people as they are so 
they can be taught to protect 
themselves within the frame­ 
work of their physical limita­ 
tions.” 
She has taught courses in per­ 
sonal defense for women on the 
UCSB campus and through Uni­ 
versity Extension. From these, 
she observes that “ women in 
their 50’s and 60’s are capa­ 
ble of some very simple tech­ 
niques 
which 
can 
incapaci­ 
tate an assailant momentari­ 
ly, giving the person attacked 
an opportunity to get away orb 
get help. 
She also dispels the notion 
that a woman must learn 40 or 
50 techniques to be adequately 
protected. If a person learns 
one 
way 
to 
protect 
her­ 
self against a stranglehold,one 
method to combat the bottle-; 
in-hand attacker and one other 
technique, she can feel quite se­ 
cure, Mrs. Stock says. 
“ One must choose her skills 
in terms of he rage and weight,” 
she cautions. For example, the 
tall, slender author can throw 
a 200 pound man with no dif­ 
ficulty, but an extremely short 
person couldn’t manage it, she 
says. 
“ Balance is the most impor­ 
tant principle and the key to all 
physical 
maneuvers,” 
Mrs. 
Stock writes. The other basic 
principles are focus (applying 
strength against the attacker’s 
weakest spot), advantage (tak­ 
ing advantage of the attacker’s 
weight and momentum) and lev­ 
erage (use of back and leg ex­ 
tensor muscles for throws). 
Citing the upsurge in crime, 


particularly those committed in 
the home, Mrs. Stock says “ We 
have to assume greater respon­ 
sibility for our own safety. No 
one wants to live in a garrison 
city; with more and more police 
required to maintain order.” 
She also hastens to explain 
that 
preventative 
measures 
against the possible commis­ 
sion of crimes are important 
to know, because “ physical con­ 
tact is the last resort” when 
confronted with a would-be at­ 
tacker. 
Co-author of the curriculum 
design for the UCSB physical 
activities department, 
Mrs. 
Stock teaches personal defense 
to a packed house each quarter, 
with up to 200 students on the 
waiting list. But she had tocon- 
vice 
the 
campus 
Academic 
Senate committee on courses 
that the class would be “ lady­ 
like” before they approved the 
proposal for it. “ It isn’t a mas­ 
culine course,” she assured 
them, 
“ and we’re really not 
turning out super women.” Now 
in its third year at UCSB, the 
course is also a part of the cur­ 
riculum at such campuses as 
UCLA, Purdue, UC Berkeley, 
Mills College and is currently 
being conducted as a pilot pro­ 
gram by the Minneapolis Police 
Department.

Sew Vinyl for Young Look 


By J O A N N E :> C H R E lB E R 


In sewing, as in practicalh 
everything else, there's a 
generation gap. With-it sew 
ers are eager to try new fab­ 
rics such as fake fur. bond- 
eds, vinyls and leatherettes 
and new s t y l e s , such as 
capes, vests or culottes. So. 
if you’re doing Christmas 
stitching for a young miss, 
pick something she might 
sew for herself. 


A good choice is a w inter- 
white cape in leather-look 
vinyl to wear over slacks or 
skirts, to school or to the 
soda shop, in fair weather 
and foul. Vinyl and similar 
leather-look 
materials 
are 
usually backed with a woven 


cotton, and au- 
tu mw 
following t h e s e hints trom 
the Pfaff Sewing Machine 
people: 


Pick a pattern with an 
easy 
cut. 
m i n i m u m 
of 
seams. 
A good choice is 
this cape, with only 
four 
major pieces. 
Keep fabric 
rolled till you are ready to 
sew. to prevent creases 


Remember that pins make 
permanent holes in leather- 
look materials, so pin only in 
seam 
allowances, 
or

transparent tape 
It's easier 
to sew on the wrong side If 
you must sew on the right 
side, place a strip of tissue 
paper between tabric and 


presser foot to prevent stick­ 
ing.

Remember to make 
separate hems in lining and 
vinyl. Vinyl may be turned 
up and glued with rubber 
cement rather than stitched

Byers called the three-day 
meeting “ the quietest conven- 
tion in a number of years as far 
as controversial issues were 
concerned.” 
Delegates adopted a recom­ 
mendation revision aimed at 
halting 
professional 
football 
teams 
from

college 
facilities for training. 
The wording of the recom­ 
mendation to member schools 
now calls on them to “ prohibit 
the use of their facilities by 
professional sports teams, it 
being understood that this does 
not 
apply to a professional 
team’s isolated use of college 
facilities in emergency cases.” 
Despite the strengthening of 
the recommendation, it still is 
only that—a recommendation— 
and not a rule. Many schools 
are expected to continue to 
disregard it. 
Byers admitted there “ is a 
serious legal question whether 
we can limit a facility owned by

New York Jets’ tart-tongued 
corner back, isn’t exactly the 
guy you’d send out to settle the 
Middle East crisis.

anything back. He tells every­ 
thing. But everything. 
If he was beaten badly a 
couple of tim es in his last 
game, as he was by Oakland’s 
Fred Bilentnikoff, he’ll come 
right out and tell you so, which 
he does. 
If he thinks the NFL black­ 
balled him from getting a job in 
the league after he played for 
Baltimore, 
Pittsburgh 
and 
Washington which he does, then 
he tells you, that too. 
And if Johnny Sample, who 
played with the Colts’ previous 
two world championship team s, 
thinks the Jets are a better 
team than the present Colts, he 
doesn’t care what anybody says, 
he tells the world the Jets are 
better than the Colts. 
“ I’m a little outspoken,” he 
says. 
That’s a big lie. 
Johnny 
Sample 
is 
plenty 
outspoken. 
“ I'm gonna have my say,” he 
lets you know, “ I wouldn’t care 
who 
it 
was. If it was the 
president of the United States 
I’d have to say to him what I 
think, and what I think now is 
that we’re a better ball club 
than Baltimore is.

“ You read so much about the 
AFL being below par and the 
NFL being superior.

released as‘World Premieres,’ 
as another device. Considering 
the obvious natural corporate 
desire to substitute entertain­ 
ment 
for entertainment, the 
very notion of something like 
“ First Tuesday" iscommendo 
ble. 
As for the prime time news 
magazine concept, it now has 
spread from national education­ 
al television’s ‘Public Broad- 
cast Laboratory" to CBS-TV’s 
“ 60 
Minutes” 
to NBC-TV’s 
“ First Tuesday." One of the 
misfortunes of network schedul 
ing is that “ 60 Minutes" and 
“ First Tuesday" are head-on 
competitors. 
tThe “ Public Broadcast Labor­ 
atory"—PBL 
for 
short-can 
surely take credit for getting 
the 
news 
magazine 
notion 
rolling in prime time in a big 
way. Yet the debut of “ First 
Tuesday" was a perfect exam­ 
ple of what has been missing 
often in the educational video 
project. “ First Tuesday" was 
not 
as 
patently, 
boastfully 
crusading as “ P B L ," but it 
made its points subtly, skillful­ 
ly, 
with 
maturity, and was 
never, never amateurish. 
“ First Tuesday" hopes to 
attract, among others, young 
adult viewers, and this goal is 
likely 
to be 
aided 
by 
the 
winning presence of the anchor­ 
man, Sander Vanocur. Not only 
does he have an exceptional 
reporting 
talent, 
but

he wants as much room as 
possible to maneuver. He de­ 
cides 
to 
jump 
to 
three 
spades as his second bid and 
is delighted when South re 
bids to four hearts. This an­ 
nounces good hearts and a 
satisfactory opening call so 
North is interested in six or 
seven A Blackwood routine 
will tell him that his partner 
holds the ace and king ot 
hearts and king of spades 
but it won’t tell how good 
South’s spades are. 
The five no-trump grand 
slam force gets him this in­ 
formation. 
There are many ways of 
responding to this conven­ 
tion but the most approved 
method is that the more you 
bid. the better your trumps. 
South has opened one spade 
and bid and rebid hearts so 
that North is entitled to as­ 
sume he has five spades and 
at least one of the three top 
honors.

LATCH OH TO LOUVERED PANELS FOR UNIQUE DECORATING IDEAS

Shutters, or louvered doors 
—call them what you will— 
are very much in right now. 
You can use them to dress 
up your house in a very dec­ 
orative manner or in à very 
functional but a t t r a c t i v e 
manner. 
Almost every lumber yard 
carries unfinished louvered 
doors in a variety of sizes 
that you can easily trim to 
fit 
a 
particular 
situation. 
Even some d e p a r t m e n t 
stores are stocking them in 
the same d e p a r t m e n t in 
which they carry draperies 


and Venetian blinds and win­ 
dow shades. 
Shutters go back hundreds 
of years but they are as eye­ 
catching and functional now 
as they ever were. With a 
few louvered panels picked 
up at the lumber yard you 
can make shutters for your 
house quite easily. 


But shutters for your win­ 
dows is only one use for 
louvered panels. You can 
use them as doors for ward­ 
robes and closets, as window 
blinds, as folding screens 
and as room dividers. 
Make your front door look 


larger by placing a narrow 
full-length p a n e l on each 
side. Fit them up with the 
p r o p e r hardware so that 
they are working shutters on 
your windows i n s t e a d of 
being m e r e l y decorative. 
Place them on the inside of 
a window—several narrow 
panels hinged so that you 
can fold them open part way 
or all the way—and use them 
instead of c o n v e n t i o n a l 
blinds. Use short panels and 
have separate sets for top 
and bottom instead of one 
that is the full height of the 
window. 
For a closet you can hang 


them on conventional hinges 
and turn them into ordinary 
doors. Or you can slide them 
on an overhead track and 
turn them into sliding doors 
or equip them with special 
hinges so that the suspended 
door also folds up requiring 
little space. 
These louvered panels are 
excellent doors because they 
p r o v i d e ventilation while 
keeping out dust. 
Three or more can be put 
together to make a folding 
s c r e e n . Use double-acting 
hinge» for best results. With 
these, each panel can fold in 
e i t h e r direction, allowing 


you to set up a screen in the 
most suitable shapt. 
Screens should be made ot 
panels about six feet high. 
Use at least three hinges be­ 
tween panels. Fasten with 
screws after predrilling the 
holes. 


Use ordinary butt hinges 
for panels you are mounting 
on windows and doors. So 
that the panels will fold in­ 
stead 
of 
opening 
straight 
out. fasten narrow panels to­ 
gether with butt hinges. 


For your k i t c h e n get a 
pair about 24 inches high 


and make some cafe-type 
short doors. Mount them on 
special hinges so that they 
can swing either way. Some 
louvered panels are made 
just for tins purpose and 
have scroll-cut designs top 
and bottom. Or make your 
own 


L o u v e r e d panels have 
wide rails top and bottom. 
These can be trimmed for 
proper fit. Get l o u v e r e d 
p a n e l s with a solid rail 
across the center if you plan 
to mount door pulls or other 
hardware*.

An oral vaccine io prevent a 
bacterial disease fatal to large 
numbers of salmon and steel- 
head 
in 
the 
Columbia 
and 
Fraser river systems has been 
developed 
by 
a 
biological 
scientist at Battelle-Northwest 
Laboratory. 
The disease is C.columnaris 
which erodes gill filaments and 
causes body lesions. It is know 
to occur when water tempera­ 
tures of streams rise above 
average and in areas where 
large numbers of migrating fish 
congregate, such as at the base 
of fish ladders. 
In 1961, C. columnarisvirtual­ 
ly wiped out the Horsefly River 
sockeye run in British Colum­ 
bia. In 1963 in anothe tributary 
of the Fraser, the Chilko River 
720,000 of an estimated 800,000 
sockeyes died without spawning 
because of the disease. 
Because of its association 
with unnaturally warm waters, 
the 
disease 
has 
become 
a 
problem not only for fishermen 
but also for the operators of 
nuclear reactors, steam power 
plants and hydroelectric dams. 
Waters discharged from nucle­ 
ar 
and 
steam plants at the 
Hanford 
Atomic 
Works 
are 
boosting the Columbias temper­ 
atures, and, of course, dams 
force 
fish 
to 
use 
ladders, 
causing them to congregate. 
For these reasons, Battelle- 
Northwest undertook the project 
to combat columnaris and M.P. 
Fujihara 
came 
up 
with 
an 
answer. He developed a vaccine 
that can be mixed with fish 
foods. 
"The 
oral 
vaccination 
of 
juvenile salmon against colum­ 
naris has been successful under 
controlled 
laboratory 
condi­ 
tions” 
explained 
Fujihara. 
"However, successful applica­ 
tion of the vaccine to large 
scale production hatchery use 
will require several years of 
continued study.” 
While Fujihara was cautious 
in claiming victory there was no 
doubt that the vaccine works. 
Through an effective, sensi­ 
tive technique, developed under 
sponsorship 
of 
the 
Atomic 
Eenergy Commission, Fujihara 
and a Battelle technician, R.L. 
Tramel , have used the ability 
of fish to develop antibodies 
against the columnaris as a new 
method of surveying fish to 
determine disease exposure.

Blood serum and other samples 
were taken from hundreds of 
coho, sockeye, and spring and 
summer run Chinook. Similar 
serum samples were taken from 
yearling rainbow trout in the 
laborary. None of the fish was 
harmed. 
Field 
investigations 
have 
shown that approximately one- 
third of the sampled juvenile 
sockeyes had been exposed to 
the disease during their migra­ 
tion downstream. Antibody pro­ 
duction was observed in about 
two and one-half per cent of the 
adult sockeyes sampled as they 
entered the Columbia. 
If most of the juveniles can 
be made immune before they 
leave their spawning grounds 
their chances of returnings as 
adults will be increased greatly,

Tax hodgepodge 


One of the most awesome tasks our legislators face this year 
in the equitable restructuring of our tax system. No one envies 
them their job, but everybody wants them to do something. 
The subject is so complex that we have no intention of en­ 
tering into a debate on what should be done to which tax, or on 
what back the tax cat should be put. That way lies folly. 
We do have a suggestion, however, that is more philosophi­ 
cal than specific. It involves the whole of our tax systems — 
local, state and federal. 
It might be called the Pre-emption Plan. Under such a plan 
each level of government would preempt for its purposes one

or more forms of taxation. There would be no duplication or 
layering of any single form. For example, the federal govern­ 
ment might be given the sole right to tax incomes. No state 
or local income taxes could be levied. The states might have 
as their major priority the sales tax. Property taxes might 
be the prerogative of local government. 
We aren’t sure this would save anybody any money, of course; 
but it would have its benefits. We wouldn’t have to fill out two 
or more income tax forms, for one thing. And at least we’d 
know a little more clearly where our money was going and who 
was spending it for us. 


Bold experiment

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The viewers of the Washington scene 
have had their say about President-elect 
Richard Nixon’s cabinet and other ap­ 
pointments, and generally have pronounc­ 
ed 
them unsurprising and fundamental­ 
ly conservative. They appear to have 
missed the innovative aspects of what he 
is undertaking. 
There are three principal develop- 
ments that must be branded experimerv* 
tal. 
First off, the nam­ 
ing of Prof. Henry A. 
Kissinger as “ for­ 
eign policy adviser’ 
has been much mis­ 
understood. He is not 
intended to serve as 
a coordinator of mil­ 
itary, diplomatic and 
foreign economic in­ 
formation 
in 
the 
same mold as prede­ 
cessors 
McGeorge 
Bundy and Walt W. RoStow. 
It can be flatly stated that Kissinger has 
been hired not simply to provide specif­ 
ic advice but to review and analyze the 
National Security Council and all the 
other coordinating machinery establish­ 
ed in recent presidential regimes with 
an eye to determining their true current 
effectiveness in assisting the president. 
Not only is Nixon’s interest in the for­ 
eign field paramount, but it is the in­ 
escapable preoccupation of any chief 
executive in this troubled era. He is not 
taking for granted the usefulness of the 
existing 
“ in-house” instruments 
for 
coordinating foreign policy effort. 
Therefore, Kissinger’s role as analyst 
and tester is, at least as projected now, 
a good deal bolder and more challeng­ 
ing than merely fitting him into the 
Bundy-Rostow niche. Nixon evidently is 
prepared either to scrap or recast any 
part 
of the coordinating machinery 
which is deemed of little or no value. 
And, furthermore, to set up any new co 
ordinating instruments which may be 
recommended. 
Second, the choice of urbanologist 
Daniel P. (Pat) Moynihan to head a new 
urban affairs council is consciously de­ 
signed by Nixon to determine whether 
some sim ilar kind of institutionalized co 
ordination can now be brought to the 
great domestic problem area —, the 
cities wracked with racial strife, crime 
and campus unrest. 


Very much as with Kissinger, Moyni­ 
han is seen as the inventive idea man, 
the proposer of new approaches, the coo 
ceiver of a coordinated attack upon ur­ 
ban problems. Ideally, from his work 
should emerge the outlines of the kind 
of machinery for aiding the President in 
this field which already exists in foreign 
affairs but needs new testing. 


But here, it should be noted, Nixon 
need not be dependent upon Moynihan 
for execution of policy. Despite the 
stress of com ment on the “ conservative” 
tone of his cabinet, the new President 
can turn for action in the urban field to 
two committed progressivesinsuchmat- 
ters — Robert Finch, new secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, and Mich­ 
igan Gov. George Romney, new secre­ 
tary of Housing and Urban Development. 


Both men are har&nosed doers with 
good credentials in the field. And Rom­ 
ney, off his record in industry and state 
government, could serve naturally as a 
principal public salesman for any new co 
ordination of effort in urban affairs.

'Now let me get this straight— which one of you is for 
the Jets and which one of you is for the Co/is?" 


The President-elect thus is prepared 
to undertake experiment in the two broad 
areas of most sweeping concern to Amer­ 
icans in 1968. No one can guess what the 
net product of all this will be, but there 
is boldness in the planning and it renders 
incorrect the reading that Nixon has just 
done the “ safe” thing in choosing his 
cabinet. 


His third piece of daring is in entrust­ 
ing much of his major political planning 
to a brilliant 28-year-old lawyer, John P. 
Sears, who w ill be his chief political aide 
in the White House. 


The easy comment is that Nixon in 
this instance has acted characteristically 
in selecting a man whom he trusts and 
who has been helping him in politics for 
2Va years. But that impression has a 
deceptively “ surface” quality. 


It is Nixon’s intent to reorganize the 
national Republican party machinery in 
a big way, to move hard to improve the 
party’s basic image, to have a hand in 
the choice of candidates who will assist 
that process and, ultimately, to restore 
the GOP to majority status in the coun­ 
try. 


Much of this huge endeavor he will 
entrust to Sears, who had never touched 
national politics until two years ago. 
Therein, again, lies boldness which runs 
counter to the broad judgment, most often 
deserved, of Richard Nixon as the man 
who just does the safe thing.

Cost of living 


The new, Nixon Administration rides 
in the face of a cost of living problem that 
only a full revamping of Federal outlays 
can stem. The situation being inherited 
is enough to shatter the nerves of an as­ 
tronaut. The courage and skill required 
is downright monumental, but so are 
the stakes in our welfare and national 
security. 
Coming to the end of the road, Arthur 
Okum, chairman of the President’s Coun­ 
cil of Economic Advisers, finally con­ 
ceded that the government itself has 
been “ the major cause’’ of inflation 
because it has been pouring so much 
deficit money into the economy. 
Deficit financing — 
borrowing to spend 
more than the gov­ 
ernment’s income — 
means inflation. As 
Washington 
contin­ 
ues to borrow more 
and more to pay its 
bills, the cost-of-liv- 
ing threat and other 
dangers 
multiply. 
The effect is epidem­ 
ical, like typhus in 
milk. Who can keep up with these rises 
in the cost of living? And they cannot be 
stopped until the deficit financing is 
stopped. 


Although tax collections taken straight 
out of our hides were at an all-time high 
in the past fiscal year, the official Fed­ 
eral deficit was $25.4 billion. Washing­ 
ton's outlays of all kinds far exceeded 
anything that the spenders of our money 
told the public they would spend. 
In a bookkeeping performance that was 
as outrageous as it was illegal, the de­ 
ficit was juggled to make the red ink look 
less red. Even so, the deficit was $4.6 
billion more than President Johnson’s 
red-ink forecast of last Januarv. as if 
none of this had anything to do with us 
or the cost of living at all. 
He and the rest of the Washington Robin 
Hoods of the Red Ink seem as detached 
as if they were sailing on some fleecy 
cloud in the ghost of a trim clipper ship, 
looking down benignly and as indifferent 
as they are remote. But what of us? 
As one result of all this, the cost of 
living hit another new all-time high on 
January 1. It is rising at a rate one- 
third faster than even the year previous. 
Politicians make political hay by boast­ 
ing about the higher figures scrawled on 
pay envelopes. This is a pure bambooz­ 
le. The net take-home pay, and what you 
can get with it, is all that really counts 
in the family. 


The rising cost of living is chipping 
away at everybody’s pay at the record- 
breaking rate of nearly one-half percent 
a month. It wipes out —and more — the 
1968 pay gains of 4 5 million workers who, 
according to the Labor Department’s 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, got pay rais­ 
es last year. 
They gained an average $5.86 a week 
in wages. But of this, higher Federal 
taxes reduced the take-home pay of those 
with three dependents by $4.26, and the 
increased cost of living left them worse 
off than before. 
The official consumer price index 
shows that it now costs $12.34 for every 
$10 worth of typical family expenses 
as they were before the New Frontier — 
Great Society took over. And food? At 
the rate its cost is going up and the dol­ 
lar’s value down, it will soon be cheap­ 
er to eat the money. 


The value of the dollar that the New 
Frontier-Greaty Society 
inherited had 
dropped on January 1 to 81 cents. The 
average weekly pay check of $109.21 
was worth $78.06 after taxes in terms 
of that inherited dollar’s purchasing 
power, or only $70.85 for a single work­ 
er, who pays higher taxes. Unless the 
Nixon Administration can stem it, we 
will have at this rate of decline a $1 pay 
check worth 50 cents within exactly six 
years. 
And what about the silently, oh, so 
silently, abused millions on millions 
who are trying to get along today on any 
kind of fixed income? These forgotten 
people will find their pension, annuity, 
savings-bank next egg, life insurance 
benefits and their income from these 
reduced by about one-third in the same 
length of time. 


There is no easy, and probably no pop­ 
ular way for the Nixon Administration 
to turn this situation around. But courage 
and skill and the right sense of respon­ 


sibility are the only way out of this great 
gruesome nonsense.

Meandering with Gaylen Jackson 
Pay hike? 


So you happen to be a fairly intelli­ 
gent, reasonably skilled worker who has 
been working on your job long enough to 
be in a pay bracket of $160 per week or 
more. 
You noticed that sometime during the 
past year your net take-home pay took a 
jump. If you are the $160 a week man, 
this raise in pay came about the end of 
November, just in time to help you meet 
some of the already piling up Christmas 
bills. 
If you are more for­ 
tunate, 
and you fall 
into the class of $250 
a week, you received 
your 
pay 
increase 
in August. 
If 
you 
make 
more 
each 
week, 
the 
pay 
in­ 
crease came even ear­ 
lier. 
What 
gave 
you 
the increase? A raise 
from the boss? Heav­ 
en forbid! It was the end of your annual 
contributions to the social security pro­ 
gram. 
And, since you are an average, spend- 
every-penny-you-can-get American, you 
started spending your additional income 
immediately. Before long, you had your 
day-to-day standard of livingbasedonthe 
new take - home pay scale. You have for­ 
gotten that the day of reckoning is due 
about now. You must take a closer look 
at the budget, for all of a sudden you 
find that your pay check is not the 
same. You have taken a pay cut. 
If you are the $160 man, your pay 
raise for December amounted to $7.04 


each week for the rest of the year. 
But now you find that your pay cut is 
$7.68 a week. Only pennies you say. 
But if you happen to be the $250 man, 
you find the cut even deeper. For start­ 
ing in August you started living up the 
additional 
$11.00 you were receiving 
each week. Now you find that you have 
to live on $12.00 less each week. 
So you have to cinch up the belt. It’s 
back to hamburgers and casseroles for 
a few months. You find yourself walk­ 
ing a little more, and driving a little 
less to conserve on the gasoline bill. 


But that’s the way the social security 
program works. You pay the bill on a 
base at the present time of $7,800, up 
from the base of $6,600 that was in ef­ 
fect in 1967, and this year at a rate of 
4.8 per cent, compared to 4.4 per cent 
last year. 
Barring changes in the social securi­ 
ty law, the rate and the base will remain 
the same through 1970, then the rate 
starts going up on a definite schedule 
until it reaches a high of 5.9 per cent 
in 1987, still on a base of $7,800. 


But you can bet your bottom dollar 
that the law will be changed. Both the 
rate schedrle and the base schedule will 
change before the present law expires. 
For already, after just a few days of 
being in session, the Congress is consid­ 
ering what it feels to be a necessary 
upward adjustment in the contribution 
rate. 
So, when that time of this year comes 
that you expect another pay increase, 
*be cautious. It may not be there.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
President-elect Nixon’s men are al­ 
ready wrestling with what may be the 
thorniest two problems of the new ad­ 
ministration: 
1 — How to set up things so that in a 
Cuban missile crisis, Czech invasion, 
Pueblo capture or equivalent domestic 
emergency, President Nixon can take in­ 
stant personal command more quickly 
and effectively than has been possible 
in the past, drawing the reins from the 
Pentagon, the State Department and all 
other agencies concerned. 
This 
requires 
a 
means for feeding all 
information and ana­ 
lysis to the White 
House more quickly. 
It means grouping all 
“ experts” on tap im­ 
mediately. 
It 
re­ 
quires having t h e 
White 
House staff, 
A 
the cabinet officers, 
^ 
intelligence agencies 
and all other persons 
or groups closely concerned with the 
problem “ at” or in instant working con­ 
tact with the White House and each 
other, (sometimes within minutes). 
It requires also that arrangements be 
made so that the work of government 
goes on while this emergency system 
is working. These special arrangements 
may have to operate efficiently for days— 
or weeks. 
Difficult as this how-to-deal-with-a- 
crisis problem is, it is “ easy” in com­ 
parison with the second thorny problem 
Nixon’s administration faces: 
2 — How to set up this crisis organi­ 
zation in such a way that the President 
can quickly loosen the reins when the 
immediate crisis is over, allowing the 
departments and agencies concerned to 


take over again under the general di­ 
rection of the President. 
This is the problem that is now caus­ 
ing no end of “ brain thumping” among 
Nixon’s closest advisers. 
The gradual centralization of person­ 
al, day-to-day control in the White House 
has been going on for almost two dec­ 
ades. It was speeded up immensely in 
the John Kennedy and Lyndon Johnson ad­ 
ministrations. Under President Johnson 
especially, a great many of the day-to- 
day problems have been handled in the 
White House that in another era would 
have been handled by the Pentagon or the 
State Department — or by subordin­ 
ates in the field. 


Of late, that is, the staff at the White 
House has assumed very great impor­ 
tance indeed. But this overconcentration 
in the White House has caused the same 
degree of inefficiency that would result 
if the head of General Motors, Westing- 
bouse or General Electric were to at­ 
tempt to run his vast concern direct­ 
ly from his private office with his per­ 
sonal “ kitchen” cabinet. 
Agreement is rather general that for 
day-in-and-day-out actions, this central­ 
ization trend will have to be reversed. 
But there is also a strong belief among 
the men working on the problem that the 
centralization in time of crisis must be 
gotten into gear more quickly and ef­ 
ficiently than in the past and gotten out 
of gear again with greater dispatch 
when the crisis has settled down. 
All this is easy to say. It will be 
very difficult indeed to accomplish. But 
the new men will have the benefit of two 
decades of trial and error. The govern­ 
ment has now accumulated a number of 
specialists who have worked on these 
very problems for the whole 20 years. 
Thev think solutions are possible.
